The force bill is to the average demo- 


crat what a red flag is to an enraged 
bovine— the signal for additional rage 
and rant One would suppose that a 
miniature army with inf autey on guardt 
and artillery and cavalry in easy hail- 
ing distance, wo» to be in attendance at 
every polling pVaeo'fav menace and ter- 
rorize the UNRocent voter, making Ute a 
burden at every election. 


The main provision of the force bill 


was that on tha application of. one hun- 
dred voters in wiy congressional district 
two supervisors, appointed by the fed- 
eral courts, should be present at the 
registration offices to witness tine regis- 
tering of voters, and at the polling 
place* to witness the voting on election 
day. One of these two supervisors was 
to be a democrat, the oth cr a republican. 
In case there arose a dispute as to the 
election these two supervisors were to 
testify before the elections committee 
of congress as to the proceedings they 
witneaattfartfic polls or at the registra- 
tion offices and produce such evidence 
thereof as they might have been able 
to secure on the spot and preserve. 


In 1870 a law was passed under which 


federal supervision was exercised by 
supervisors of ejection, repj'esenting 
both parties, In nil cities of 20,000 or 
more population. This supervision was 
given on registration and election days, 
and the law had the support of all the 
leading democrats In congress at that 
time, including W. O. Whitney, S. S. 
Cox, 
Gen. Slocum and all the congress- 


men from the city of Brooklyn. This 
supervision was ordered on petition, 
aud OB many democrats as republicans 
requested the appointment of the su- 
pervisors. 
At nearly every election 


since 1870, this law has been invoked in 
large cities, at congressional elections, 
and always with satisfactory result*. 
In Chicago both parties have united in 
asking for the service, and the super- 
visors were always equally divided be- 
tween the parties. Now, the force bill, 
so odious to the democrats, is nothing 
more than the application of thO'law of 
1870, 
operative in large cities on re- 


quest, to the country everywhere, south 
.as well as north, and It is this feature 
that so alarms the democrats. 


So long as elections lu the south can 


be run as now, with white men at the 
machinery and to do all the voting and 
counting and the block man kept in 
political bondage 
by shotgun per- 


suasion, 'dust so long will the demo- 
crats nortni and south be happy. But a 
proposition, eminently fair, unquestion- 
ably just and peremptorily demanded, 
to protect citizens in their God-given 
rights of manhood and blood- bought 
privilege of the right to cast a free- 
man's ballot and have it honestly 
counted, gives the democracy all the 
symptoms of excessive indulgence in un- 
ripe fruit.

Issue greenback money; unconstitu- 
tional to amend ttio constitution; un- 
cons'itutional to suppress the copper- 
heads in 1808; unconstitutional to make 
our paper, moijey goqd as, gold ip 1879; 
and unconstitutional to build up home 
industries by protection in 1804; from 
all of which it would seem as if the con- 
stitution itself was utterly unconstitu- 
tional. In spite of the constitutional 
shriekers on the one hand, and the ca- 
lamity shriekers on tho other, this 
country is destined to llvo and prosper 
under the joint auspices of constitu- 
tional protection to American indus- 
tries.

The democratic platform attacks in a 


wholesale way the entire policy of land 
grants, forgetting the fact that the 
earliest grants were inaugurated by
